cellent. It has been aseerlaineil that, fur

-whose result has been the discovery of mel- 
aU hilherlo unknown to science, and that it 
wastu obtain mi!ans cf ])ursiii[m his iiive.sti- 
•nations, that he pawned tin; bars of sup- 
posed silvi.T. Moreover, he iiidi;,Miantly de- 
nies the impnlation of having; pledtjed the 
bars as genuine silyet, and says that he ex- 
plained to the persons in charge that the 
metal olTerod xvas the product of a new ili.s- 
ooveiy, whose raw material was even of 
"reatiT val'ic tlr.i''. silvi-r coin ; and he now 
tidils, in p.oo! of this allegation, that if the 
in"ots .'jeized are returned lo him, he will 
extract from them mcials far Mipcnnr in 
'value to the sums lulvanced hint by the 
Mont de I'iete. Tlio sole condition he itn- 
])oses is, that he shall bo shut up in a room, 
by himself, to undertuke the transaction, as 
. he will not rnveal the sei'ri.-t of iiis iirricess, 
even to obtain his libeitv. The (lucstion 
now is, what is this strange personage— a 
swindler, a madman or a benefactor of sci- 
ence and indugtry? Whatever the truth 
may turn out to be, llie (lireumstances at- 
tending the alfair have been considered suf- 
ficiently important to induce the authorities 
to order a careful analysis of the new metal: 
and the curicsity of sev(?ral eminent .savans 
h?i4 been aroused that they, too, are eiuleav- 
ming, by e.vaminalion and e.vperiment, to 
peni'trato the mystery. We shall pro'rably 
soon know whether or not the philosopher's 
stone, or something nearly akin to it, after 
so many iiges of f ruitless research, is tu be 
added to the discoveries of this btilliant and 
prolific nineteenth century."

The Winans Steamer. 

The fastest vessel afloat. Under this cap- 
tion the Norfolk Argus gives a very inter- 
esting account of a decisive trial of the 
famous Winans' steamer as a thorough 
seagoing vessel, which we subjoin: 

We are gratified to annouiioe that a tho- 
rough trial of the Winans' steamer, during 
a gale of wind in a very heavy sea ; indoed 
in weather exactly suited to test her quali- 
ties, prove lo the entire satisfaction of har 
owners and others that she is not only 
admirably adapted to ocean voyages, but 
that.in a rough sea she is the swiftest 
steamer.aflqat. The, experinaent is there- 
fore successful, the invention, with the 
plan of construction, a scientific triumph. — 
While out at sea the roll of tlie waves was 
very heavy and irregular, but strange to say, 
no wave washed entirely over her, and the 
plunged on steadily and swiftly, like Rome 
new-created sea monster, fearless of wind 
or wave. She proceeded sufficiently for lo 
experience the roughest of the sea, and it ii 
very remarkable that, while other vessels 
caroened and pitched furiously, the Winans' 
did not roll more than ten degrees, nor pitch 
more than three. It was decidedly uncom- 
fortable, on board the steamer Young 
.America, her upper works sometimes being 
niuler water ; and yet those on board the 
Winans' were undesturbed by her motion. 
The average speed at sea was fifteen miles 
per hour. A number of parsons were on 
board who are unaccustomed to the sea, but 
none were at all sea-sick. Hur speed was 
not at all impeded by the toughness of the 
sea, the motions of her engines was as regu- 
lar as in smooth water, and there were no 
shocks, such as are felt on board all other 
vessels, when running in a heavy head sea.

Therefoie, let the !ire burn brightly at night, 
and make the home nest delightful with all 
those little arts that purenls f-o perfectly 
understand. Don't repress the luoyaiit 
spirits of your children ; half an hour of mer- 
riment around the lamp and firelight at 
homo blots out the rememberance of many 
a naru and annoyance during the day ; and 
the best saf<'guard they can take with them 
into the worhl is the unseen influence of 
a bright little domestic sanctum.

As^^ne a.mqog othpr proofs of a ten- 
deucy^tp a wrong estimate i of labor, we, ad- 
vorted to an ill-concealed drecid, ia certain 
quarters, of the admission of mechanics and 
ar^tisans to the festivitios in. honor .of tlie poet 
iBurns. This allusion has called forth a most 
■.solema and earnest warning from a cotcni- 
'^oraryl'a^ainst par(7/ spirit. Coming from 
sucli !i source, tho ^v:\^ning cannot fail to be 
etrootvml, oil the principle that n tliief is llio 
best agent tu catch a thief. The Sinecure 
Sheet has been the very impersonation and 
cniboJiment of party spirit for some tirao 
past. Yet it seems blissfully unconscious of 
tho fact

'"■'Nothing ■was' further' from our thoughts 
than "political capital," whnn cogitating and 
writing the article, which iiris arour.ed from 
its iin(|uiet ;:liiiiib<'i-.>--, tho cji' -. of tho mon- 
ster, ''party spirit,'' to the groat terror, no 
donbt, of all tho Victorian.^, ■who liavo never 
before beheld the hideoiKS apparition. AVo 
assure our alarmed cjtemporary of our sin- 
cere desire to discuss this matter, polities 
apart, and eschewing party spirit. 

It is the caste feeling against which it in 
our aim to wage war; the feeling of scorn- 
ful superiority to a man of mind, educaiion, 
and' character, -becaiisei his liands are iiorny 
through handling those weapons with which 
it is his lot to fight tho battle of life ; tho 
fooling which despises a mechanic or labor- 
ing man, because his vocation is legarded 
as vulgar and low-lived. A casual reader 
might suppose on perusing the following 
sentence, that our cotemporary is as one 
with us on this subject : .\o gentleman 
who by the necessity of liis position, has 
been obliged to labor and to cam his bread, 
has ever been treated with ono iota le.-s 
respect than he received before. Hut this 
is a very guarded, ambiguous, Delphic ut- 
terance. " No:gent/einan,<'.'Athnti8, no one 
previously entitled lo that name of^dlstinot- 
tion ; " who by the necessity of his position 
has been obliged,'' &c. This designates 
the special cases ofted by us to '^show that 
there is nothing ihtriiisically lowering in la- 
^bor. vJThpse unfortunate.^ having been gen- 
tlemen l^efore, are gentlemen still, with the 
gracious permission of the organ. The dec- 
laration, however, that no ono of this chis.s, 
reduced to straits, and obliged to work, has 
been treated with one iota less respect than 
before, is utterly incorrect. Such parties 
have been met by Colonial grandees of 
their acquaintance, who were ipiito incapa- 
ble of recognizing them, accoutered in the 
dress and encumbered with tiio implements 
of honest labor. 

^ Will/ouf cotemporary boliily lake our 
jpOMtjon^ if iatelli- 

gent, informed, well-bred, and of worthy 
6liaVn6ter,.is as' truly a gentleman, and as 
. much entitled lo that name, as a man who 
' does not work for his daily bread, in the 
• technical sense; in other words, as one pos- 
sessed of independent fortune, a lawyer, or 
■ physician .' We demur to that use of terms 
which makes '■gentleman" the synonyme 
of " do nothing.'-' We have no special hor- 
ror of a '•' decent coat," but whether the coat 
be broadcloth or fustian, wa would estimate 
the wearer according to his intellectual and 
moral worth. 

Another standard ol gentility prevails in 
8ome> parts of the world. We do not wish 
to see it prevail hero. Every dictate of wis- 
dom and'-'sotthd natrbtjal policy, urges that 
labor be made respechibie, and that the 
working-man and his children be encoqr- 
aged in the path of uprightness and indus- 
try, by the assurance that work is no dis- 
grace, and the necessity for it, no degrada- 
tion. It is easier to preventafalse sentiment 
of this kind taking root in our soil, than it 
wilt bo to eradicate it wh.oii firmly estab- 
lished. If we are wise wo shall try to coj-y 
tho excellencies of older countries, without 
imitating their faults. It recpiires some in- 
dopondence to do this. Servile imitators 
always con ,' first, most easily, and most 
accurately, the blemishes of their models, 
while all history and observation consjiire 
to prove, that true progress is only aolii.eved 
■by the exercise of a Just disorimination be> 
tweemexcellencies and deieois. 
~'We have attacked caste, "Against tAu 
tnonsler wo would fain warn out readers, 
and not before the ii/aming,is required." ' '

By adding 42 miles, the distance from 
Cayoosh, via Pavillion creek, to Hat river, 
the distance to tho latter from Douglas, will 
be 153 1-2 miles. From Hope, via Yale 
trail, the distance to Hat river is 13(J miles, 
showing a saving over tho Lillooet route of 
17 1-2 miles, A still greater saving in ilis- 
lanco can be made by starting for the upper 
countryon the Hope trail. This trail reaches 
Atulerson river, where it tinites with that 
from "^'ale, in 40 miles. ' From Hope, via 
Vale, to Anderson; river,- tfiT.miles. Thus 
showing a saving in favor of , the Hope trail 
of 17 miles over the yale trail. The dis- 
tance to Hat river from' Hope would there- 
fore bo reduced to 119 miles — 34 1-2 miles 
less than by Douglas and Cayoosh. 

On the Lillooet route, great inconvenience 
is now experienced by shipping and re-ship- 
ing goods into boats to cross the lakes. This 
is entirely obviated by the Hope trail, a.s it 
is wliolly land travul. The obstruction at 
the mouth of Harrison has slopped steam- 
boating to Douglas at low stages of water ; 
and it is somewhat problematical when it 
will be entirely removed. If not in the 
shape of natural obstacles, ;the onerous one 
of a heavy toll on boats and steamers will 
bo collected, which will tend naturally lo 
raise the price of.freight to the Upper coun- 
try. To Hope, navigation is open iho year 
round, with'stjitable steamboats. The trail 
.'Starting from that point to Lytton, tho centre 
of the best mining district, is only 79 miles, 
— which is 31 1-2 miles less than by Dou- 
glas to Cayoosh, at the upper end of the 
diggings. 

If Cayoosh is to supply the mines down 
to Lytton, merchandise would have to be 
carried -11 miles more, making 72 1-2 miles 
extra packing and boating for notliing. It is 
cou-iequently perfectly preposterous to think 
of making Cayoosh the distributing point 
with these disadvantages against itr ' " 

We have no disposition to undervalue the 
Lillooet trai^l, iior.retard any efl'orts to render 
lhat ro'ute praotioabie ; in fact, the more 
trails itlto the ^country that are discovered 
and made passiible, the more prosperous the 
country will be. Some just con.^ideratioii 
however, should be given :n those from 
Yale and Hope, the latter in partiL:'lar| as 
it is the head ol navigation. liesides, ihe 
bulk of the miners and incidental population 
on Fraser below Cayoosh. are ted ami 
clothed now from Hope anil Vale, and wili 
continue to be. 'The coniplelinii and im- 
provement of the trails, therefore, fuim tlie.se 
points, certainly deserve speeily assi iiaiu-c 
from the Government, — particularly as they 
are a-1 1-2 miles shorter to Canal riverthan 
that from Douglas and Cayoosh.

■Washoe Silver Mines, 

I'ntil the past summer, not much atten- 
tion was directed to tlie mineral wealth of 
the incipient 'i'erritory of Nevada. Early in 
that sea.ion, accident developed Iho fact that 
rich depo.iils of silver and gold existed at u 
point some ten miles from Washoe Valley, 
and eight from Carsori river, on the western 
border of Carson Valley. These diggings 
were at first called the Washoe, but; the lo- 
calily was subsequently named Virginia 
City, or, perhajjS more''nppfoprialely, Silver 
Hill, They are situated in about lat. ',i9° 
25 min. The most promising discoveries 
have been made at the point named; ihough 
indications are favorable lo iho conclusion 
lhat much of the ailjacent country, for 
many miles in extent, partakes largely of an 
aurilerous or argentiferous character. At 
the principal loeality named, mines have 
been opened, as yet but a I'uW hundred yards 
in extent, which yield almost fabulous 
amounts of silver, (and, in some instances, 
gold) to the ton of ore. These metals are 
found -n the'same vein, and mingled with 
each other in irregular proportions, some.are 
yielding about one-half of each, while other 
specimens are principally of silver, gene- 
rally about four parts of the latter to one of 
gold. One assay / of < ore from this locality 
yielded, per ton, $2,039 In gold, and S2,857 
iu silver ; while some black sand from a lo- 
cality immediately ailjacent, yielded S3,000 
in silver, and S300 in gold. The assays 
made in San Franciseu, of ores prod need 
from the piiiicipal vein thus far tl i.sciivered, 
vary in lesults from Sli.OOO to Sli,000 per 
tun, while those of mineral from adjacent 
localities show very diserepent resulls, sel- 
dom, however, exceeding SI, 500 per ton, 
and often very little of either silver or gold.

The balls are first matie and nicely 
turned in the shape of half spheres, and are 
then soldered or brazed together with gold. 
The doctoi claims for his invention that ho 
can give steel a greater elasticity than is in 
ivory; that he can make the ball a more 
perlect sphere, and, above all, that they can 
be made a cheap .substitute for ivory. Tho 
machine for turning and fitting the balls is 
a most ingenious contrivance.
